.Governor General Brooke, when ap- 


proached regarding the matter today, 
declined to talk for publication, say- 
infir that he preferred that any expla- 
nation should be made to the United 
States. 


Senor Capote asserts that he request- 


ed General Riveira to resign because 
he was an obstructionists and out of 
harmony with the administration and 
that General Riveira replied that he 
would wait until he was 
dismissed, 


which was decided upon Immediately. 
There was no objection, according to 
the secretary of state, to General Ri- 
veira holding certain views as a pri- 
vate individual, but, as a subordinate. 
It was the duty of General Riverla to 
carry out instructions and to not make 
himself an obstacle. There was no 
other way to solve the problem, said 
Senor Capote. 


La tAlcha, referring to the dismissal,

Professor Elwond P. Cubherly of Palo 


Alto then addressed, the institute on 
the subject of "Why Some Teachers 
Pail." 
He considered that there were 


four reasons, the first being: that many 
persons enter the profession who are 
not fitted for it. 
Many pupils leave 


the grammar school for the normal 
school, and so miss the high school 
education. 
Normal school work was 


not to supplant the high school, but to 
give professional training, so in this 
equipped, but lower the standard of 
normal school work. 


The second cause ot failure, said the 


speaker, is bad preparation. 
A teach- 


er should have ai thorough a train- 
ing as doctors or lawyers. 
That more 


teachers get certificates every yei 
than there Is a demand for indicates 
Jlhat many are unfitted and drop out, 
giving place to new. 
California con- 


trasts favorably with other states, 
however, in that one out of four teach- 
ers has preparation, while the average 
for all the states is only 10 per cent. 


The third reason given for the fail- 


ure of teachers IB that many do not 
keep up their work. The teacher must 
keep up with the times as every other 
worker. The teacher who is satisfied 
with ..-hat he knows.falls behind. 


The fourth reason for failure was the 


lack of high ideals. 
The teacher who 


allows his work to become a drudgery, 
and does not keep himself alive to the 
great possibilities of. his profession IB 
not a first-class teacher. 
Mr. Cub- 


berty's address was illustrated with ex- 
amples to prove his points and was 
very Interesting to his hearers.

Professor Dresslar of the State Uni- 


versity was the second speaker. 
His 


subject was, "The Spirit of Moder 
Education." 
He said In part: 


"Modern education first seeks to pre- 


pare for co-operation with our fellow 
men. 
It does not hinder development 


of the individual save in those things 
where individuals and public needs con- 
flict. 
The spirit of modern education 


does not advise neglect and..abandon- 
ment of the aspirations and longings of 
the individual, but insists that he can- 
not find fullest and freest development 
except by receiving from society the 
heritage of civilization and by giving 
In return a life of service. 
Whoever 


consecrates his powers to the progress 
of society and deliberately and honestly 
strives to fit himself so as to count 
most In its development, must first sat- 
isfy the demands of personal culture. 
The specific need of this day and of all 
days to come is that our children shall 
grow up with the feeling of moral ob- 
ligation that will force upon them the 
conviction that whatever is purely sel- 
fish Is not only wrong but actually dan- 
gerous. 
In merely teaching a boy to 


read and write we may arm him to 
greater mischief, but in teaching him 
to read and write so that he may en- 
ter into his social heritage and give 
back "a purified personal life we are ful- 
filling the demand made upon us by 
this spirit of modern education. 


."Modern education stands for a com- 


plete and freer intellectuallsm. 
It is 


a long step in advance when a man re- 
alizes that the universe of creation Is 
waiting not to kill but to serve WIT 
Modern education seeks to commend in 
strongest terms the value of a study of 
the real world about us. 
Nature can 


do more for us than to give us bread— 
she can fill our souls with an eternal 
desire to see Into her deeper meanings. 
It may happen that In our seeking for 
what we are wont to term the useful, 
we may pass what we most need. The 
most practical thing in this world is an 
honest and earnest belief in the sanity 
of the universe. Beyond this concep- 
tion life has no meaning beyond the de- 
mand to satisfy the instinct for self- 
preservation."

Mr. Kenyon 


criticised Professor Cubberiye method 
of recitation, saying that It would not 
be practicable In overburdened schools. 
The speaker said that eaay and correct 
thought expression Is the main object 
of instruction of the child. 
, 


The rest of the forenoon was occu- 


pied by Professor Dressier In a talk on 
"History in the Lower Grades," a pa~- 
per by F. T. Moore on "Geography" 
and a talk by G. D. Ostrom on "Phys- 
iology." 
On account of lack of time, 


all these were cut short and no period 
was given to discussion, which, was 
postponed, to today. Professor Dress- 
ier In his remarks spoke of the close 
relation between history and geography 
and said that, Just as elementary geog- 
raphy Is best begun by talking to the 
children of the land forms with: which 
they are familiar, so history should be 
begun by talking about historical facts 
of the local county and state and from 
this going to national and world affairs. 
The speaker gave many illustrations to 
show how attractive this method of 
teaching can be made to the pupil. 


The primary section of the institute 


was not so well attended as the gram- 
mar school section, but was occupied 
with some very Interesting discussions. 
Miss Alice Pratt opened the talk on 
primary arithmetic, which was con- 
tinued by Superintendent McClymond* 
of Oakland. 
Professor Dressier dis- 


cussed "Spelling*' In a broad and sci- 
entific manner. 


Superintendent McClymonds of Oak- 


land was the next speaker, his subject 
being "School Hygiene." He began by 
speaking- of the necessity of physical 
well-being in the schools, saying that 
students' bodies should develop in uni- 
formity with their minds. It is charged 
against the schools that after five years 
pupils, on account of bad ventilation, 
bad paper and desks and poor light, are 
In a far worse condition than when 
they entered. This is a situation that 
must be remedied. 
It will not do to 


depend upon the instinct for play to 
give the .child sufficient exercise; his 
physical training should be systematic. 
Special teachers are not needed. Care 
and a little effort on the part of the 
regular teacher is all that Is necessary. 
Cheerful conditions In the school room, 
never working when wearied, or wor- 
ried, proper arrangement and form of 
desks and proper regulation 
of, air 


and heat, were the essentials mention- 
ed by him. • 


McClymonds gave rules for the 


amount of air necessary for rooms ot 
given size, containing a given number 
of people. 
He also referred to bad 


school habits, such as bad 
postures 


working the eye3.which must 


be guarded against. 
He also spoke of 


important matters in school house 


toilet rooms, basements 


with concrete floors, and 
adjustible 


desks. 
He insistfd on thorough clean- 


liness In tha rooms, sweeping with 
damp sawdust and frequent washing of 
the walls and celling. 
He concluded 


by saying that better constructed 
school houses are a crying need and 
public opinion must be aroused to pro- 
test against present conditions. 


G. D. Ostrom, the last speaker of the 


afternoon, read a paper on the "Shad- 
ows of our Profession."

tal and 5 for manslaughter. 
The five 


went over one by one to the side of 
acquittal. 
When the verdict was re- 


ceived in court the policeman received 
congratulations of his friends and at- 
torneys. 


Judge Ttisley's instructions to 
the 


jury were quite interesting and were in 
substance as follows: 


The cnurt first set forth the charge 


against this defendant and the different 
steps ta'u-n in the course of law before 
thf* trial. The jury should find whether 
an offense had been committed, whether 
the defendant had committed it and. if 
there ate affirmative findings, what the 
gruoV of the offense is. 
"This is your 


•duty in this casa," said the court, "and 
you ought to perform it soberly and se- 
riously under your oaths and apart 
from all extraneous influence of every 
nature, so that your verdict shall -be 
based upon the law and the evidence 
alone and be true in far* as well as in 
name." 


The court then reviewed the different 


degrees of murder, after which he in- 
structed the jury as follows 
on the 


case at bar: 


"In the present case, if the jury be- 


lieve from the evidence that the de- 
fendant 
Rice or his 
co-defendant 


Brooks, under the direction of Rice, 
fired the shot by which the deceased 
was slain, then they will consider the 
claims of the defendant:
